DANIEL LEWIS, an 18-year-old 
coloured youth from Clapham 
Junction, was found guilty of 
carrying a golf club as an offensive 
weapon. 

The court was told that police 
were patrolling the area as they 
had received information of a 
probable confrontation between 
black and white youths. 

When questioned Lewis said that 
the club was to protect himself 
in the event of a fight with whites. 


“You never know what might 
happen here tonight,” he said. 

Feelings are running high in the 
Wandsworth area following a vicious 
assault on two young whites who 
were standing outside Clapham 
Junction railway station. Four 
coloured youths tried to push them 
into the road and then began 
slashing them with razors. One 
victim needed 100 stitches for back 
wounds, while the other needed 33 
stitches for arm injuries.

ACCORDING to a report in the 
International Insider (!), a weekly 
newsletter on the ‘Euromarkets’, 
Lazard Brothers are working on a 
$300m-$500m ten year Eurodollar 
loan for a British nationalized 
industry — possibly the Electricity 
Council. 

S.G. Warburg, meanwhile, are 
reported to be raising a $200m 
seven year loan for the Irish 
Republic. 

These are just two recent 
examples of the worldwide network 
of totally unnecessary debt — debt 
which gives control of the world’s 
productive resources to inter¬ 
national finance. 

On March 31, 1973, the British 
National Debt stood at 
£35,840,000,000. This figure was 
over £600 per head of the estimated 
population. 

The National Front advocates 
that the portion of the National 
Debt accumulated by usury should 
be annulled, and that henceforth 
power over the issue of credit 
should be exercised by the State. 


WHERE PUBLIC 
OWNERSHIP IS 
REALLY NEEDED 

ON June 23 railway passenger fares 
are to be increased by 1 2Vi per cent 
and freight charges by 15 per cent. 
In examining the costs facing British 
Rail we find that for 1972 it had an 
operating profit before paying 
interest charges of £24,900,000. 
Interest charges, however, amounted 
to a mammoth £51,100,000 
resulting in an overall loss of 
£26,200,000. 

These figures show just what a 
fraud nationalization is. Public 
ownership of industry and services 
cannot give real control unless the 
financial system is in public hands. 
As long as orthodox ‘Socialists’ 
ignore this fundamental fact of 
economic life they will remain the 
puppets of finance regardless of 
whatever else they choose to 
‘nationalize’.

International finance 

behind French Socialist 


THE French Gaullists are closely 
equivalent to the Conservative Party 
in Britain — middle-class, supposedly 
patriotic and controlled by Big 
Business. As in Britain the French 
have an orthodox political ‘Left’ 
as well, and as in Britain this is also 
connected with Big Business. 

Writing in the Daily Mail , Nigel 
Dempster has revealed that the 


Socialist and Communist backed 
candidate in the recent French 
Presidential elections, Francois 
Mitterrand, received some £800,000 
from Rothschild sources. The 
Rothschilds are one of the oldest 
and most famous tribes of finance 
capitalists. 

The Rothschilds are not only 
connected with Socialists and 


Communists, however, as the last 
President of France, Georges 
Pompidou, had earlier worked for 
the Rothschild bank in Paris - 
Rothschild Freres, and was known 
as the right-hand man of Baron 
Guy de Rothschild. 

The gift to Mitterrand’s cam¬ 
paign is thought to have come from 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild. 
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World churches 
give $450,000 
to fight racism

Geneva, Feb 20 

The World Council of 
Churches announced today that 
it is distributing $450,000 
(£195,650) to 29 organizations 
engaged in combating racism. 

This is the largest amount in 
a single year since the council 
began these donations in 1970. 
The previous allocations total 
$600,000, of which more than 60 
per cent went to liberation move¬ 
ments in southern Africa for 
their medical, educational and 
social service activities. 

The largest single grant this 
time, of $100,000, goes to the 
African Independence Party of 
Guinea and the Cape Verde 
Islands. The Mozambique orga¬ 
nization Frelimo will receive 
$60,000 and the South-West 
Alt u.i PtujDliTa Oiumiuation.

DANES REGRET 
E.E.C. ENTRY 

UNLIKE Britain the Danish people 
actually wanted to join the Euro¬ 
pean Common Market. Now that 
massive rises in the cost of food 
have begun to bite, however, the 
move is increasingly regretted.

This is the largest amount in 
a single year since the council 
began these donations in 1970.

The largest single grant this 
time, of $100,000, goes to the 
African Independence Party of 
Guinea and the Cape Verde 
Islands. The Mozambique orga¬ 
nization Frelimo will receive 
$60,000 and the South-West 
Africa Peoples Organization, 
$30,000. 

Among recipients of lesser 
sums are anti-apartheid organi¬ 
zations in Britain, the Nether¬ 
lands, Switzerland, the United 
States and New Zealand. The 
American Indian movement was 
granted $13,000 for legal 
purposes.

NATIONAL SUICIDE: MILITARY AID TO THE SOVIET UNION 


ANTHONY SUTTON'S NEW BOOK REVIEWED BY DAVID PIETRUSZA 


DR. SUTTON proves conclusively 
that the technology imported from 
the West by the Soviet Union has 
been vital to its military capabilities, 
both in quantitative and qualitative 
terms. His newest book is required 
reading for anyone studying or 
debating the topic of East-West 
trade. 

Take, for example, the instance 
of Soviet mechanized military 
vehicles: There are over 300,000 
trucks in the Soviet military 
arsenal — all built in American 
constructed plants. Until 1968, the 
largest of these was the Gorki 
plant built in 1929-1933 by the 
Ford Motor Company and the 
Austin Company. Aside from simple 


cars and trucks. The Gorki plant 
has produced armored cars, Red 
army staff cars, half-tracks, 
armored personnel carriers, 
amphibious carriers, truck-mounted 
weapons, rocket launchers, and the 
first Soviet wire-guided anti-tank 
system. 

Then there is the Soviet ZIL 
auto factory, built by the Arthur 
J. Brandt Company of Detroit in 
the 1930’s, the “Togliatti” plant 
built in Volgograd in 1968-71 
largely with American equipment, 
and the Kama truck plant built in 
the late ’60’s with help from a 
large number of American com¬ 
panies and lending institutions. 

“The tractor plants at Stalin¬ 
grad, Kharkov, and Chelyabinsk, 


erected with almost complete 
American assistance and equip¬ 
ment,” writes Sutton, “and the 
Korov plant in Leningrad, recon¬ 
structed by Ford, were used from 
the start to produce Soviet tanks, 
armored cars, and self-propelled 

guns . Since 1931, up to half 

of the productive capacity of these 
‘tractor’ plants has been used for 
tank and armored-car production.” 

Direct military aid, of course, 
was given to the Soviet Union 
during World War II. Since the 
Soviets were then our ostensible 
allies, there was some rationale for 
this aid — but not for the massive 
scale of it. Soviet requests for aid 
were given priority over all other 
Allied fronts — even those where 
U.S. Soldiers were engaged. 

Let the scope of this aid speak 


for itself. The Soviets received 
14,018 aircraft, 466,968 vehicle 
units - including 1,239 light tanks, 
4,957 medium tanks, 47,728 tanks, 
47,728 jeeps, 182,928 two-and-a- 
half-ton trucks, and 491 ships 
including 77 mine sweepers, 28 
frigates, 175 torpedo boats, and 46 
submarine chasers. 

The Soviet Navy, thanks to 
Lend-Lease, doubled in tonnage 
during World War II. Only a few 
of these naval vessels have been 
returned to the United States despite 
agreements which required their 
return at war’s end. During the 
Vietnamese War, a number of these 
Lend-Lease merchant vessels were 
observed on the Haiphong run — 
supplying the killers of American 
soldiers. 

In recent years, large sales of 


American computer technology and 
ball-bearing grinding equipmenthave 
aided the Soviet missile program. 
But the most senseless action of our 
government in regard to Soviet 
missiles involves the decision to 
allow Soviet specialists to study the 
manufacture of American accel¬ 
erometers in 1966 — only 18 
months after a Soviet agent had 
been arrested by the FBI for 
attempting to purchase one. 

Dr. Sutton, a highly respected 
Stanford research fellow and the 
author of a three-volume study, 
Western Technology and Soviet 
Economic Development , has re¬ 
ceived no cooperation from the 
U.S. Government in his current 
project.
